No Demand For No. 1 Northern In 
Great Britain 

Ottawa, Ont.—An _ extraordinary 
situation with regard to the British 
market for Canadian wheat was dis- 
closed before the agricultural com- 
mittee of the House of Commons. ‘A 
letter from Sir Albert Humphries, 
prominent British miller, was read 
before the committee by Dr. L. H. 
Newman, Dominion cerealist. It de- 
elared that there was practically no 
‘present demand for No. 1 Northern 
in the United Kingdom, all the de- 
mand being for No. 2 and lower 
grades. , . 

The natural outcome of the fore- 
going situation would be to lower the 
price of No. 1 and boost, the price of 
No.,. 2. However, the exact opposite 
has been the case and the spread be- 
tween the two grades at present is 
as high as seven cents. 

One suggestion to explain this was 
the.demand from other European 
countries which brought in wheat 
over high specific duties. These buy- 
ers since they had to pay a high duty 
per bushel regardless of grade would 
bring in the highest quality of wheat.
